SF.NATOR BAILEY OPENS 
HIS CAMPAIGN 
(By Associated Press) 
Gainesville, Tex., Feb. 18.—Former 
Senator Joseph Weldon Bailey, in an 
address here this afternoon, assailed 
“Progressive Democracy” as exempli­ 
fied in the present national adminis­ 
tration, scored 
governmental 
"ex­ 
travagance,” taxation and the league 
of nations, and pronounced the fed­ 
eral prohibition and woman suffrage 
amendments invasions of state rights. 
Much interest attached to Mr. Bai­ 
ley’s utterances as 
many 
auditors 
accepted it as the "opening gun” of 
the state campaign to be carried on 
by the "Bailey faction” of Texas Dem­ 
ocrats, which declared at a conference 
in bort Worth last fall its opposition 
to the present state and federal ad­ 
ministrations and urged a return of 
the party to "the principles of Jef­ 
ferson.” 
Those principles, Mr. Bailey said in 
his 
prepared 
address, “were once 
cherished by every man in this country 
who called himself a Democrat; but 
w ithin the last few years a strange 
sect, calling themselves ‘Progressive 
Democrats,’ has arisen among us, and 
their I* aders boldly proclaim that while 
our principles were sufficient in the 
days of our fathers, they cannot be

"is rapidly approaching the point

rates ran too high and the ex­ 
emptions too low'. 
Declaring 
that 
the $1,800,000,000 
collected yearly by the government 
before entering the war can be made 
to answer all present 
purposes, the

States has issued, and by exempting 
them from all taxation. $500,0(>0,OOO 
annually on interest would be saved, 
as the interest on the bonds could be 
reduced to 2 1-2 per cent.

Sen­ 
ator Bailey pointed out that this 
action came only about forty days 
after the state voters, in a spe­ 
cial election, returned a majority 
of 25,000 against

election,” he continued, “the senate of 
the United States voted on the ques­ 
tion of submitting the federal suf­ 
frage amendment, and both senators 
from Texas voted for it, their votes 
helping to give it the necessary two- 
thirds of the senate.”

rights; and also warned against the 
“advocates of centralization now sys­ 
tematically at work 
to clothe the 
federal government with an exclusive 
power to regulate all commerce—in­ 
trastate as well as interstate and for­ 
eign,” with consequent nullification of 
the power now held by the various 
state railroad commissions.

are 
“three 
fundamental 
insuperable objections to the League 
of 
Nations,” Senator 
Bailey 
said. 
“The first is that it surrenders a part 
of our sovereignty into the keeping 
of a European council; the second is 
that it will involve us, so long as it 
exists, in

complications; 
and the third is that it obligates the 
United States to furnish soldiers for 
wars in which we might not have the 
remotest interest 
If either one of 
these objections can be sustained, no 
American statesman can justify him­ 
self in voting for this League of Na­ 
tions; and if ult of these objections 
can be sustained, it is the most inde­ 
fensible proposition ever presented to 
the American senate for its approval.
